TELLS THE WEATHER. 


Spactroscop* Baro motor Detects tht 


Canning of Rain. 


A Trouclerfiil new pocket spectroscope 


barometer, the description of wliicli 
sounds nlrnost too good to be true, Is 
the subject o£ an article in tlio London 
Daily Mirror. It is a little instrument 
like a small telescope. oosLs only a few 
shillings nnd can easily be carried In 
the ivaistcoat pocket. 
This spectro- 


scope fa the detective of rain, for the 
presence of water vnpor In the nlr, 
however fin* n\vny, Uns a visible effect 
on tlie Instrument. 


To tutu the spectroscope one simply 


looks tUroitpli It toward tlie horizon in 
the direction from which the wind Is 
blowing:. 


On «nzinjr through the spectroscope 


a widdoii vision of bright colors, like a 
piece of Imprisoned rainbow, appears 
before the eyos. The colors are iden- 
tical with those of the rainbow—dark 
purple, lilue, green, yellow and 
rtM.l, 


And it is the narrow bund of yellow— 
the brightest iu the whole coior aclieme 
—which Kots disturbed at the approach 
of rnin, 


If r:iin Is coming a tliiu Ofxrlc line ap- 


pcnra ovor the patch of yellow. 


A scientist explained hoiv the spec- 


troscope detects the approach of startu.v 
conditions. 
"Tbo uenrwr the approach 


of rnIn the? moro pronounced do the 
lines on tin* yellow band become," ho 
said. "If the yellow band is quite dis- 
tiiu*t »nd free from any lines one may 
bo nnmrcd thnt tho wimther will be 
fine, at least for some hours to come. 
There Is one flxwJ dnrlc line always 
pi-psont in the yellow part of the spec- 
trum, but one soon heroines fnmlllnr 
with this and iRnorea It.
